The  repast  wasx  prepared  by  the  direc- 
tion of  the  London  Underground  Electric 
Railways,  and  was  intended  for  the  rats 
who  live  along  the  routes  mentioned,  who 
have  been  protesting  against  “ short  cara- 
mons ” by  eating  insulations,  ^nd  making 
"short  circuits. 

Upon  a long  table  were  long  rows  of 
racks  of  test  tubes,  each  tube  containing 
a film-covered  charge  of  gelatine  and  neatly 
stoppered  with  antiseptic  plugs.  Between 
the  racks  ran  a long  gas  pipe,  from  which 
oame  jets  of  flame  tiiroqgn  extemporised 
Bunsen  burners. 

Two  permanent-way  inspectors,  in 
charge,  looked  pant  of  the  picture,  but  the 
eighteen  brawnv  pupils  who  crowded  about 
the  table  wouitf  have  looked  more  at  bom© 
with  a pick  and  shovel  than  with  the  deli- 
cate glass  tubes  which  they  were  required 
to  unseal,  and  whose  contents  of  bouillon 
a la  typhii  murium  were  to  give  a flavour 
to  the  hundreds  of  packages  of  best  flaked 
oats  that  formed  the  piece  d©  resistance 
or  the  approaching  feast. 

STRAINING  AT  TIIE  IJEASH.

Danysz  Virus  is  a bacteriological  preparation  con- 
jg.  taining  the  germs  of  a disease  to  which  only  rats  and 

other  mouse-like  rodents  are  susceptible.  When  the  bait, 
iaVL.  prepared  with  Danysz  Virus,  is  eaten  by  rats  and  mice, 
they  contract  the  disease  and  die  in  about  8 to  14  days. 
Other  rats  coming  in  contact  with  those  suffering  from 
the  disease  will  also  contract  it. 

IN  TENUI  LAEOR. 

How  Much  to  Use. — The  quantity  of  Danysz 
Virus  to  be  applied  depends  on  the  extent  of  the  area,  and  the  number 
of  the  vermin  present.  A small  cottage  can  be  cleared  of  mice  with 
the  contents  of  a single  lube ; for  an  ordinary  dwelling  house,  where 
rats  in  large  numbers  are  found,  not  less  than  six  tubes  should  be 
simultaneously  applied.  One  or  two  dozen  tubes  must  be  used  for  a 
large  stable  with  hayloft  and  yard  attached.  A similar  quantity  should 
be  put  down  in  the  case  of  a warehouse,  or  granary,  each  rat-infested  floor 
being  separately  treated.  In  connection  with  larger  applications  of  Danysz 
Virus,  such  as  the  treatment  of  towns,  or  whole  estates,  from  one  to  two 
dozen  tubes  per  acre  of  inhabited  area,  and  from  three  to  six  tubes  per  acre 
for  game  preserves,  parks,  fields,  etc.,  may  be  indicated. 

Danysz  Virus  is  sold  in  glass  tubes,  with  full  directions  round  each 
tube,  at  2/-  per  tube;  three  tubes  5/-,  or  1 8/-  per  dozen,  post  free.

It  should,  if  possible,  be  applied  on  the  same  day  as  it  is  received. 
Forwarded,  carriage  paid,  in  cases  of  12  bottles,  at  ^3  per  case ; or 
in  single  bottles  at  7/6  each  bottle,  post  free.

IN  TENUI  LABOR 

How  Much  to  Use. — The  quantity  of  Danysz 
Virus  to  be  applied  depends  on  the  extent  of  the  area,  and  the  number 
of  the  vermin  present.  A small  cottage  can  be  cleared  of  mice  with 
the  contents  ot  a single  tube ; for  an  ordinary  dwelling  house,  where 
rats  in  large  numbers  are  found,  not  less  than  six  tubes  should  be 
simultaneously  applied.  One  or  two  dozen  tubes  must  he  used  for  a 
large  stable  with  hayloft  and  yaid  attached.  A similar  quantity  should 
be  put  down  in  the  case  of  a warehouse,  or  granary,  each  rat-infested  floor 
being  separately  treated.  In  connection  with  larger  applications  of  Danysz 
Virus,  such  as  the  treatment  of  towns,  or  whole  estates,  from  one  to  two 
dozen  tubes  per  acre  of  inhabited  area,  and  from  three  to  six  tubes  per  acre 
for  game  preserves,  parks,  fields,  etc.,  may  be  indicated.
